Weather Mild, They Arrive 
Safe, With Luggage, at 
Anyox, Mining Commu- 
nity Four Miles Away.

SEATTLE, Wash. Dec. 21.— 
Twelve passengers and the crew of 
60 abandoned the crack Canadian 


National liner Prince George in 
lifeboats when the ship struck Vad- 
so Rock in Northern British Co- 
lumbia waters last night. All the 
lifeboats reached Anyox, a mining 
center four miles away. 

The Prince George hit the rock 
about 11 p. m. Calls for assistance 
were sent out immediately. With- 
in a short time the ship’s con- 
dition became serious. The passen- 
gers and crew were ordered to the 
lifeboats. With the weather not 
severe, the lifeboats found their 
way safely to Anyox. 

“All passengers and baggage land- 
ed safely,” said a radio message. 
“Vessel punctured badly No. 1 and 
2 holds. Do not expect to float ves- 
sel without assistance.” 

Shortly after the first distress 
message, the United States Coast 
Guard cutter Alert put out from 
Ketchikan, Alaska, and the Prince 
John left Prince Rupert to go to 
the rescue. Each had about 75 
miles to go. 

North bound on a regular run to 
Anyox on Observatory inlet, the 
Prince George left Vancouver 
Monday * with about 49 passen- 
gers, but all except 12 of them 
had left the liner at the ports en 
route. The Prince George left Ru- 
pert yesterday morning and was 
near Anyox when it struck the rock 
on the coast of Observatory inlet. 

The Prince George was built in 
1910 at Newcastle, England. It is 
306 feet long and registers 3372 
tons. 

The Canadian Press was advised 
by telephone today that the Prince 
George was refloated today and 
taken to Anyox Harbor. 


DR. LOWELL DECLINES MOVIE 
CODE JOB, OFFER LEFT OPEN 


Johnson Asks President Emeritus 
of Harvard to Change Mind; Ob- 
jected to No Vote.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Dr. A. 
Lawrence Lowell, president emer- 
itus of Harvard, has written to 
Hugh 8. Johnson declining appoint- 
ment as a presidential member of 
the motion picture industry code 
authority under NRA. 

Johnson in reply explained the 
opportunities which he believed ex- 
isted for constructive work in the 
post, and urged Lowell to change 
his mind. 

The educator’s objections were 
understood to be based principally 
on the fact that presidential mem- 
bers have no vote on the authority 
and serve only in an advisory ca- 
pacity. Lowell was invited to watch 
particularly the operation of code 
provisions designed to insure moral 
standards in the industry, a ques- 
tion in which he had long been in- 
terested.

Grant of $360,000 for CWS and

to Missouri of $797,000 for unem- 
ployment relief and of $360,000 for 
Civil Works Service were an- 
nounced today by Federal Emer- 
gency Relief Administrator Hop- 
kins. Civil Works Service is the 
name under which relief funds are 
made available for the employment 
of women on jobs which are outside 
the classification of civil works. 


In St. Louis 1000 women have 
been put to work on Civil Works 
Service jobs.

MUNICIPAL UTILITY BILLS 
APPARENTLY DEAD IN SENATE 


Committee Again Refuses to Send 
Measures to the Floor 
for Vote. } 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 21. — 
The Senate Municipal Corporation 
Committee today repeated its re- 
fusal to permit the Senate to vote 
on Gov. Park’s bills to permit mu- 
nicipalities to build utility plants 
by means of revenue bonds. The 
bills have been opposed by a strong 
public utility lobby. 

The committee at a noon meeting 
decided the bills would be held for 
further consideration. This appar- 
ently kills them, as the Legislature 
is expected to adjourn as soon as 
a liquor control bill and a sales 
tax bill are passed. 

The only possible way to revive 
the bills and bring them before the 
Senate would be through a motion 
to require the committee to return 
them to the Senate. This motion, 
a very rare one, would force the 
Senators to vote in the open and 
would prevent those opposing the 
bills from hiding behind the se- 
crecy of executive committee ses- 
sions. 

The committee had held the bills 
two months, notwithstanding a Sen- 
ate bill requires that all bills be 
reported by committees within 10 
days. 


MAINE LEGISLATURE REFUSES 
TO CHANGE STATE DRY LAW 


Gevernor’s Bill te Legalize Liquor 
for Medicinal and Mechanical 
Purposes Is Beaten. 

By the Associated Press. 

AUGUSTA, Me., Dec. 21—The 
special session of the Maine Legis- 
lature adjourned last night. Last- 
minute efforts to pass a measure 
to meet Gov. Brann’s demand for 
a bill legalizing hard liquor for 
“medicinal and mechanical pur- 
poses and the arts” as authorized 
by the State Constitution proved 
futile. The sale of liquor for bev- 
erage purposes is forbidden by the 
Maine Constitution. The House 
passed the liquor bill yesterday. In 
the final roll call, however, on 
which a two-thirds majority was re- 
quired, the vote was: For, 74; 
against, 50; absent, 23. 

In his message to the Legislature 
the Governor called attention to a 
situation he said would ensue if no 
liquor laws were enacted. 

“Hospitals cannot secure a neces- 
sary supply,” he said. “Reputable 
doctors and dentists are without a 
proper supply of alcohol. Our com- 
mercial and manufacturing plants 
using alcohol are without supply.”

Two Federal Prosecutors 
Assigned to Sit in at Sen- 

‘ate Hearing on Michigan 
Failures. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 21. — Evi- 
dence was presented to Senate in- 
vestigators today that the Guar- 
dian National Ban’ of Commerce 
of Detroit had loans of more than 


$4,000,000 to its directors outstand- 
ing in May, 1932, in addition to oth- 
er loan sof $3,338,000 for which the 
directors were guarantors. 

One of the .argest loans was 
$579,000 to Phelps Newberry, son 
of the former Senator. Robert O. 
Lord, former president, testified this 
loan was reduced shortly afterward 
by $399,000 

A loan of $602,250 was shown to 
have been outstanding later in the 
year to Fred T. Murphy, chairman 
of the bank’s board. 

Ernest Kanzler, brother-in-law of 
Edsel Ford, was shown to have had 
a direct loan of $382,190 and an in- 
direct loan of $350,998. 

Ferdinand Pecora, committee 
counsel, turning to the bank’s dif- 
ficulties with the national bank ex- 
aminers, said the examiners, in a 
conference with officials of the in- 
stitution, June 11, 1932, gave warn- 
ing that its slow assets totaled $22,- 
442000 and its doubtful assets $11,- 
982,000. 

Aliso the banr examiners report- 
ed, Pecora said, that the bank had 
an “excessive loan” of $4,945,000 to 
the Guardian Detroit Company. 

Lord today repudiated his testi- 
mony yesterday beforg the Banking 
Committee that the Guardian group 
of Michigan banks at times had re- 
ported “no bills payable” when the 
reverse was true. 

Lord asked to change his previous 
testimony late yesterday that the 
banks made such a report in their 
public statements when there ac- 
tually were bills payable. 

Lord said his answer should have 
been “unqualifiedly no,” rather than 
“ves” to a question by Ferdinand 
Pecora, committee counsel. 

Pecora had asked whether a de- 
vice wus used “to enable the banks 
to show no hills payable despite the 
fact there were bills payable.” 

“To the best of my knowledge and 
belief there were no bills payable 
on Dec. 31, 1930,” Lord said, refer- 
ring to a date when the banks 
showed no bills payable. 

He added that he had given “an 
incorrect answer, not understand- 
ing the question. 

Temporary Deposits. 

Attempting to ascertain whether 
Guardian banks sought large tem- 
porary deposits to show in their 
public statements, investigators 
found today the Guardian Detroit 
Bank of Detroit deposited $600,000 
in the Union Industrial Bank of 
Flint Dec. 31, 1931, and withdrew 
it two days later, and Lord agreed, 
under questioning by Pecora, that 
the Guardian banks sought to build 
up their deposits with large tempo- 
rary deposits. He would not agree, 
however, that thé deposits were 
sought to show a deposit balance 
“better on the surface than actu- 
ally enjoyed.” 

Pecora then produced evidence 
of the deposits and withdrawals af. 
Flint. The bank’s statement of con- 
ditions for the end of the year was 
introduced, showing it reported no 
certificates of deposit to other 
banks for money borrowed. 

“Wouldn’t it seem to be an incor- 
rect statement?” Pecora asked. “It 
would,” the »anker replied. 

Justice Office resented. 

John S. Pratt, special assistant 
to the Attorney-General in the crim- 
inal division, and J. V. Dowd, an 
accountant, are sitting in at the 
hearing for the Justice Department. 

Lord again testified today that 
the banks had attempted to clear 
up all bills payable before the 
comptroller of the currency’s call 
for condition reports.

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SALES TAX BIL 
FINALLY GOING T 
SENATE FOR VOTE 


Committee Yields to Pres- 
sure but Will Make Radi- 
cal Changes Before Re- 
porting Measure. 


FOR REFERENDUM ON 
GASOLINE TAX RISE 


Bales Bill, Providing for 
Action on Constitutional 
Amendment, Would Sup- 
ply $4,500,000 Revenue.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 21— 
Gov. Park’s retail sales tax bill, 
which has been slumbering in the 
Senate Ways and Means Committee 
for nearly three weeks, has been 
revived and will be brought out on 
the floor of the Senate for a vote, 
but in radically different form from 
that in which it was recommended 
by the Governor and passed by the 


House. 

Yielding to increasing pressure for 
action on the bill, the committee 
announced last night, after an ex- 
ecutive session, that the bill would 
be reported favorably as soon as a 
subcommittee could prepare sev- 
eral proposed amendments. The bill 
has been held up by strong opposi- 
tion in the upper house. 

Demand for Senate action on the 
bill has come from the Governor, 
administration supporters and a 
group of House members who have 
indicated they would vote against 
passage of a liquor control bill, or 
adoption of an emergency clause to 
make the control act effective as 
soon as passed and signed by the 
Governor, unless the Governor's 
revenue and public works bills are 
brought out of Senate committees 
for an open vote on the floor of the 
Senate. 

The Proposed Amendments. 


Proposed amendments to the sales 
‘tax bill to be drafted by the sub- 
committee, it was learned, will 
widen its scope to include all sales 
not exempted from taxation by the 
State or Federal Constitutions. Com- 
mercial ‘services for hire may be 
included. The bill now applies to 
retail sales of tangible personal 
property. 

The 1 per cent tax rate now fixed 
in the bill will be reduced to an ex- 
tent not yet determined, possibly to 
one-half or one-quarter of 1 per 
cent. 

Another amendment under consid- 
eration provides the sales tax 
measure will not become operative 
if voters of the State adopt a pro- 
posed constitutional amendment, not 
yet submitted by the Legislature, 
which would impose an additional 
gasoline tax of 1 cent a gallon for 
State general revenue and public 
achool purposes. 

This proposed change, making the 
operation of the sales tax condi- 
tional on what the voters do with 
the gasoline tax increase, if that 
proposition is submitted to them, 
will raise a constitutional question 
as to whether the Legislature may 
provide for an act to go into effect, 
conditional on some other event. 
The Constitution provides a legis- 
lative act will become effective 90 
‘days after adjournment of the ses- 
sion at which it was passed, un- 
less it carries an emergency clause 
making it effective as soon as 
signed by the Governor, or the 
Legislature fixes an effective date 
beyond the 90-day period. 

For Vote on Gasoline Tax Rise. 


The Senate today passed the Bales 
resolution to submit to the voters 
@ proposal to increase the gasoline 
tax from 2 to 3 cents a gallon. The 
resolution now goes to the House 
for action there. 

Primarily, it is designed to pro- 
vide additional funds for the public 
schools of the State. It does not 
take from the road funds the reve- 
nue obtained from the present two- 
cent tax, but the additional one cent 
will be divided on the basis of five- 
ninths to the public schools and 
four ninths to the general revenue

Feeling Runs High at Session. 


The night session of the House 
opened with a presentation of the 
conference report by Representative 
Dale of Richmond, chairman of the 
House conferees. Dale started to 
read the report but was interrupted 
by Representative Munger of Chaf- 
fee, with a motion that the report 
be printed and taken up this morn- 
ing after members had had an op- 
portunity to study it. This precipi- 
tated a two-hour discussion, in 
which feeling ran high. Supporters 
of the saloon opposed the printing, 
while speaker after speaker of the 
anti-saloon bloc insisted on printing. 
Opponents of printing urged im- 
mediate consideration on the 
ground that the State was losing 
revenue which would come from 
liquor, that the meeting of the Leg- 
islature was costly, and that the 
business should be dispatched as 
quickly as possible to bring about 
an early adjournment. 


Where the Delay Has Been. 


“This House has not been respon- 
sible for delay,” said Representa- 
tive Lay of Warsaw, in reply to 
that argument. “The decent people 
of Missouri are more interested in 
having us pass a revenue bill which 
will provide relief for the hungry 
and the suffering than they are in 
the passage of a liquor bill. They 
are more interested in having us 
pass the bill, opposed and delayed 
by the power trust, which would 
enable Missouri cities to build their 
own utilities. 

“The House has passed these 
measures but they have not even 
been reported by the Senate com- 
mittees. The people are more in- 
terested in having us act wisely 
than hastily. I think I can say to 
the gentlemen that we are not go- 
ing to be rushed into an abandon- 
ment of our party pledges against 
the saloon.” 


Sales Tax and Utilities. 


Representative Armstrong took 
up the fight against the saloon and 
against an early adjournment with- 
out sales tax and municipal utility 
legislation. 

“There has been talk here of an 
adjournment Saturday night,” he 
said. “How is the Senate going to 
adjourn Saturday night without 
the consent of the House? Are 
we going to adjourn as soon as we 
open the saloons and the brew- 
eries? There is a big rush when 
this bill comes up, but there is 
everlasting delay from these same 
gentlemen when we want to 
pass legislation for the _ relief 
of the unemployed and when we 
take up anything opposed by the

thage, known as the author of the 
bone-dry law, and as a dry leader 
of the State through the years of 
prohibition, startled his hearers by 
supporting the saloon. He assert- 
ed that both the national and State 
platforms were hypocritical in 
their declarations against the sa- 
loon. 

“There is no danger in a place 
open to public view,” he said. “The 
kind of a saloon which we _ should 
guard against is the one with the 
back room, the gathering place of 
unspeakable characters. That’s 
what we are really pledged against.” 

After long debate, in which there 
was constant demand that the re- 
port be rejected last night, the mo- 
tion to print was withdrawn and 
Representative Lauf of Jefferson 
City made the motion for adoption 
of the report, with the urgent de- 
mand that his motion be voted 
down. 

From all parts of the 
chamber there were yells, “V/ 
We will!” And they did. 

Whether the Senate and House 
conferees can agree upon a bill 
which will meet the approval of the 
two houses is uncertain. At pres- 
ent each house is standing solidly, 
the Senate seemingly insistent that 
it~ bill be accepted by the House in 
all its important details, and the 
House, as evidenced by the over- 
whelming vote last night, declaring 
that it never will accept the Senate 
bill. 

As a matter of fact, this first 
conference report, approved by the 
five Senators and one of the House 
Representatives, Taylor of Keytes- 
ville, contained little in the way of 
compromise by the Senate. In all 
important respects it was the Sen- 
ate bill. 

The Senate receded from a large 
number of House amendments to 
its bill but they were relatively un- 
important. 

The main questions were sale by 
the drink, local option and the 
liquor tax. 

In the original bill the Senate 
had provided for sale by the drink 
in all incorporated cities, towns and 
villages in the State, which would 
have permitted saloons in hamlets 
of 10 or 15 residents. The Senate 
local option provision was that 
each city, town or village should 
vote separately, if it desired, on 
sale of liquor by the drink. 

The House amended the bill to 
prohibit sale by the drink in any 
place in the State, except in St. 
Louis, of liquors with’ a stronger 
alcoholic content than 12 per cent. 

The compromise worked out in 
the conference committee was that 
sale by the drink should be per- 
mitted in all cities of the fourth 
class and above, which would have 
permitted such sale in towns with 
as few as 200 inhabitants, with pro- 
vision for each city and town to 
vote separately in local option 
elections. 

On taxation, the Senate proposed 
80 cents a gallon on whisky and 
other hard liquors, while the House 
proposed 96 cents. The compro- 
mise in the report was at the Sen-

FRESH INQUIRY 
INTO AUEY LONG'S 
INCOME RETURNS 


Washington News- 
paper Says Investigation, 
Dropped in 1932 Has 
Been Resumed. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 21. — The 


Evening Star said today that the 
Federal Government has just re- 
newed an investigation into income 
taxes paid by Senator Huey Long 
and others affiliated with his 
Louisiana political machine. 


Special agents of the Internal 
Revenue Bureau started such an 
inquiry in 1932, but this was said 
by the newspaper +o have been 
suspended several months before 
the end of the Hoover administra- 
tion. 

A. D. Burford, who directed the 
earlier investigation, went to New 
Orleans about two weeks ago in 
charge of a force of agents who 
have orders to make a thorough 
investigation of Long’s finances 
and those of several of his po 
litical allies insofar as income 
taxes are concerned. 

Action in the case came close upon 
the appointment of Henry Morgen- 
thau Jr. as Acting Secretary of the 
Treasury and the assumption by 
the latter of personal direction of 
Internal Revenue matters. 
Morgenthau’s trarsfer of Internal 
Revenue and Secret Service juris- 
diction from an Assistant Secretary 
to the Secretary’s office resulted 
in the resignation recently of 
Thomas Hewes, an Assistant Secre- 
tary. 

Elmer L. Irey, chief of the Intel- 
ligence Unit of the Internal Reve- 
nue Bureau, who has general sup- 
ervision of the Long investigation, 
and Guy Helvering, Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue, refused today 
to discuss the Louisiana inquiry. 
Helvering explained that all in- 
vestigations of the bureau were 
confidential. 


Revolt Against Long’s Rule in Lou- 
isiana Spreading. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 21. — The 
uprising against the dictatorship of 
Senator Huey P. Long is growing 
throughout the State. 

The most telling blow against his 
political dynasty that has ruled 
Louisiana for five years was struck 
in New Orleans yesterday when 
Mayor T. Semmes Walmsley and 
his old regular Democratic organ- 
ization broke definitely with Sena- 
tor Long and his Louisiana Dem- 
ocratic association over the ap 
proaching city election. 

“We will have a new deal,” said 
Mayor Walmsley. “I would rather 
go in with fewer votes and a clean 
background.” 

“Tt almost turns my stomach to 
have the matter even mentioned 
to me,” said Senator Long. 

Late in the day city police ar- 
rested men distributing handbills 
setting forth Senator Long’s com- 
ments on the break. The circulars 
were seized by the police and the 
passers were charged with distrib- 
uting circulars without a permit. 

The breaking of the Long ranks 
followed disturbance in the Sixth 
District, where Senator Long’s or- 
ganization sought to hand-pick the 
member of the National Congress 
without holding a primary election. 
The citizens rose in indigna‘ion, 
strapped on their pistols and slung 
shotguns over their shoulders and 
went out to stop the general elec- 
tion. It was called off in three 
parishes but about 5000 votes out 
of a total registration of 60,000 were 
cast for Long’s candidate, Mrs. Bol- 
ivar E. Kemp, up to succeed her 
husband. 

Long was burned in effigy and 
20 shots were fired at a man for 
shouting: “Hurrah for Huey.” 

At a mass meeting in Monroe, 
resolutions condemning “Longism” 
were passed and Senator Long and 
John H. Overton and their state 
official associates were called on to 
resign.

STANDARDS FROM LACLEDE CO. 


Purchase Authorized by Estimate 
Board; CWA Workers Fitting 
Posts for Electricity. 

Purchase of gas street light 
standards from Laclede Gas Light 
Co. was authorized today by the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment. They are to be converted 
into electric light standards and 
used in those sections of the city 
where CWA workers are now in- 
stalling electric street lights. 

The city will buy 6800 gas stand- 
ards now in use for $4 each, and 
for about 1500 more, which are in 
storage, will pay $5 each, making 
a total of about $32,000.

COLORFUL EVENTS 
IN HIS CAREER

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Naval 
officers here who knew W. L. Stev- 
enson today recalled colorful inci- 
dents in the career of ihe former 
Naval Reserve officer now held in 
St. Louis. 
Official Navy records show that 
W. L. Stevenson was disenrolled 
Aug. 7, 1918, for “lack of qualifica- 
tion for the particular duty for 
which enrolled.” This action was 
taken after a Naval Court of In- 
quiry hed heard charges against 
Stevenson. The Navy Department 
would not disclose officially the na- 
ture of the charges, but it was 
learned unofficially that one of 
them grew out of a controversy 
between Stevenson and a friend on 
the one hand and uw French Naval 
attache stationed at Paris on the 
other. 
In 1919 Stevenson appeared on 


the West coast and introduced him- 
self to Admiral Rodman and others 
as a Lieutenant-Commander in the 
overseas Naval Reserve during the 
war. He failed to mention the man- 
ner of his separation from Naval 
duty before the end of the war, 


He got a wealthy woman in Pasa- 
dena to lend him her house for en- 
tertaining. Stevenson then made 
the acquaintance of May Allison, 
the motion picture actress, and took 
her to social affairs. He presented 
Admiral Rodman with what he de- 
clared to be a “pedigreed Llewellyn” 
dog, but the dog turned out to be 
worthless. 

Stevenson boasted of his social 
connections and in talking with Ad- 
miral Rodman claimed  intitaate 
connection or acquaintance with 
numerous prominent families in 
Kentucky, the home State of the 
Admiral. 

On one occasion Stevenson bor- 
rowed a yacht from a wealthy wom- 
an in Pasadena with the promise to 
return it in a day or two. After 
several days the woman asked the 
Coast Guard to find her yacht. The 
borrower later returned, und a war- 
rant was issued for his arrest by 
the woman. He was found hiding 
in a broom closet of the house he 
was occupying. 

A year or two later Admiral Rod- 
man returned to Washington, and 
Stevenson invited him to go to 
Pinehurst to play golf, but the Ad- 
miral declined. 

In 1928 Stevenson came to Wash- 
ington and went to the office of 
the Adjutant-General of the navy 
to get a transcript of the proceed- 
ings of the Naval Court of Inquiry 
held to hear charges against him. 
He got the transcript, but has nev- 
er paid for it.

The new price list, effective to- 
morrow, supplants schedules ap- 
proved Nov. 22 for a 30-day trial 
period.

here is no egsential difference in 
ost between the cash and ‘carry 
and delivery methods, but that the 
former class of operators generally 
cater to a public which is satis- 
fied with lower quality cleaning.

AREA GET CWA JOBS 


Louis La Beaume, Regional Di- 
rector, Says They Will 
Depict Contemporary Life. 


Eighteen artists of St. Louis and 


| vicinity are at work this week un- 


der that phase of the CWA program 
which sets aside $2,000,000 for the 
employment of 2500 artists. 


Louis LaBeaume, president of the 
Board of Control of City Art Mu- 
seum, is in charge of the work in 
this region, which includes Mis- 
souri, Kansas, Nebraska and Iowa. 
A quota of 135 artists has been as- 
signed to the region, LaBeaume 
says, and about 50 may be chosen 
from St. Louis and vicinity. 

The artists now at work, al! 
painters, are to receive from $35 to 
$45 a week, and are expected to 
work 80 hours a week. Allow- 
ances will be made for materials 
and’ the works produced by the 
artists are to belong to the Gov- 
ernment. 

Wide Latitude in Work. 

“We are giving them the great- 
est possible latitude,” LaBeaume 
said, “relying on the opportunity to 
inspire them to worthy painting of 
contemporary life. They can paint 
buildings going up or being torr 
down, the river front, farm scenes, 
laborers at work, anything that in- 
spires them in the life we are liv- 
ing. I have told them we are not 
particularly interested in such 
things as the balcony scene from 
Romeo and Juliet, or, now that 
prohibition has been repealed, in 
gin bottles and cigarette stubs.” 

LaBeaume thought that after the 
program had been completed, the 
work of ihe artists would be as- 
sembled, and that which is worth 
while made available for display in 
schools, hospitals, or public build- 
ings. It was possible, he said, that 
some artists might be sent to camps 
of the Civili-n Conesrvation Corps 
or other scenes of Government ac- 
tivity to picture them. Others, he 
said, might be assigned to paint 
murals in public buildings. 

Sculptors Eligible. 

At present no sculptors are em- 
ployed in St. Louis, but they are 
eligible, as are craftsmen, although 
LaBeaume was doubtful that suit- 
able programs could be found for 
craft work. 

He has established headquarters 
for the activity in the office of his 
architectural firm in the American 
Trust Building, Seventh and Locust 
streets. 

To assist him in directing the 

work elsewhere in this region La- 
Beaume has chosen Grant Wood 
of Cedar Rapids, Ia., Rossiter How- 
ard of Kansas City, Mo., George M. 
Veal of the University of Xansas, 
Thomas R. Kendall of Omaha, and 
Mrs. Wilder Chase Reeder of Fre- 
mont, Neb. 
Any professional artist who is un- 
employed, LaBeaume said, is eligi- 
ble to apply for CWA work. “No 
preference will be shown,” he said, 
“to any particular school of art. 
We wil not attempt to pass judg- 
ment on the way the artist paints 
or on his choice of subjects.”

Patrick H. Callahan, drummer 
boy in the Army of the Ohio dur- 


ing the Civil War and one of four 
surviving members of Ransom 
Post, Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic, died today at Jewish Hospital 

f the infirmities of age. He would 

ve been 85 years old on next 
Feb. 24. 

Only two weeks ago he had left 

his home at 4497 Pershing avenue, 
where he had been suffering from 
a cold, to pay a visit at Calvary 
Cemetery to the grave of Gen. 
William T. Sherman, once com- 
mander of the G. A. R. Post in 
which Mr. Callahan himself had 
held every office at one time or 
another. 
Returning to his home he con- 
tinued to decline. Yesterday morn- 
ing his physician ordered him to 
‘the hospital. The “long roll,” which 
he had often beaten on his drum 
to summon his comrades on the 
field, sounded for him at 3 a. m. 

Familiar Figure on Street. 
Until two months ago, when Mrs. 
Callahan decided it was no longer 
safe for him to go out alone be- 
cause of increasing feebleness, Mr. 
Callahan was a familiar figure on 
downtown streets. He was a spare 
man with bright eyes and an ale 
walk. Invariably he was att 
immaculately in a dark suit{/ a 
starched white shirt, a poke collar 
of other days and a black bow or 
ascot tie, impeccably knotted. \Al- 
ways he carried a cane, which! he 
swung jauntily. | 

On Memorial days and other /pa- 
triotic occasions he was always 
present, marching in earlier days 
with his comrades of the G. A. R., 
and latterly riding with them in the 
automobiles provided by younger 
veterans of later wars. Not that 
the drummer boy of Don Carlos 
Buell’s army needed to make such 
a concession to age. Often, even 
in the past five years, he got out of 
his automobile and marched for a 
while with veterans of the World 
War, just to show them that he was 
not yet enfeebled. 

Joined Army at Age of 13. 

As a boy of 12, Mr. Callahan saw 
Gen. Nathaniel Lyon’s blue-clad 
soldiers take Camp Jackson in the 
first decisive blow struck for the 
Union in St. Louis. A year later 
he joined K Company of the Eighth 
Kansas Volunteer Infantry and be- 
came part of the army which Gen. 
Buell made a model of discipline 
and training. 

He sounded the “long roll” which 
took Buell’s army into action 
against Gen. Bragg at the battle of 
Perryville, Ky., served to the end 
of the war, afterwards recalled that 
his greatest trouble was “with 
shoes so big I could put both feet 
into one; army shirts made like 
tents.” 

In the days following the war, 
Mr. Callahan was one of more than 
1000 veterans who hecame members 
of Ransom. Post, of whom now only 
three are left—E. E. Latta, who is

Miller, a personal friend of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, and H. S. Julian, 
State PWA attorney and brother of 
the Treasurer of the United States, 
condemned the Senate and the util- 
ities in clear and vigorous terms. At 
meetings in six Ozark towns yes- 
terday, Miller cited a letter just re- 
ceived from a member of the Presi- 
dent’s Cabinet, whom he did not 
name, who said Roosevelt wanted 
the facts of the recovery program 
laid before the people. Miller re- 
gards the Missouri utility situation 
and the proposed State building 
bond issue as essential factors in 
the recovery movement.

ACREAGE FOR 1934 


Farmers Who Did Not Sign 
Agreements Said to Be 
Reducing Crops. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—An un- 
expected psychological effect of 
the Government’s wheat acreage re- 
duction pragram is seen in the Bu- 
reau of Agricultural Economics’ te- 
port of winter wheat sown for har- 
vest next summer. , 

Predictions had been that farm- 
ers, who did not sign acreage re- 
duction contracts, would increase 
their acreage, but the bureau's fig- 
ures show that the estimated acre- 
age of 41,002,000 acres is 4 per cent 
less than the 1932 figure of 42,692,- 
000 acres and 7.2 per cent less 
than the 44,186,000 acre average for 
the base period 1929-1931. 

« Farmers who sign contracts agree 
to reduce their production 15 per 
cent below the average for 1929- 
1931. Thus those who do not sign 
contracts ;till will do half as much 
towafd reducing tHe surplus but 
will ‘not receive the benefit pay- 
ments made to farmers who do 


sign. 

Condition of the winter wheat 
crop was reported at 74.3 per cent 
on Dec. 1 as compared to 68.9 per 
cent. in 1932 and 83.5 for the 1922- 
1931 average. 

Weather conditions are respon- 
sible for the low condition percent- 
age, the bureau said. The crop was 
planted under dry soil conditions 
which did not improve during the 
fall and a heavy abandonment was 
predieted during the winter, to- 


i gether with a low yield per acre. 


The probable harvest for 1934 was 
estimated at 435,000,000 bushels. 

Of the total crop of 42,692,000 

acres planted last year, 33.4 per cent 
was abandoned before harvest time 
last summer, also due to unfavor- 
able weather conditions. 
. Rye acreage sown this year for 
harvest in 1934 was estimated at 
5,081,000 acres, an increase of 14.7 
per cent over the 4,439,000 acres 
sown in 1932. 

The condition of rye was reported 
at 69.9 per cent of normal as com- 
pared with the previous low record 
of 76.3 per cent.on Dec. 1, last year, 
and the 1922-1931 average of 85.7 
per cent. This low condition was 
also attributetd to poor growing 
conditions. 

The north central group o. states, 
which produces most of the coun- 
try’s rye, reported an increase of 
18 per cent in acreage sown while 
Minnesota and Iowa showed an in- 
crease of 50 per cent and South Da- 
kota 35 per cent. 


Missouri Farmers Increase Wheat. 


Acreage 10 Pct. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 21. — 
Ten per cent more wheat has been 
sown this fall by Missouri farmers 
for the.1934 harvest than they 
sowed in the fail of 1932, E. A. 
Logan of the United States Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics, said in 
the monthly crop report. The acre- 
age this year is estimated at l,- 
554,000, compared with 1,413,000 last 
year, he said. 

Generally increased acreages are 
shown throughout the state for the 
1934 harvest except in the South- 
west, in South Central and South- 
eastern counties. where dry, hard 
soil prevented seeding, Logan said. 
The heavy increases, he said, were 
made in the Northwestern, West- 


ern and Central counties, but other 
sections increased to a slightly less 


degree.

Collections Speeded by Dis- 
counts for Remittances 
Prior. to Jan. 41. 


Payment of 1933 city taxes has 
been speeded up by the discounts, 
granted to city taxpayers by state 
law since Oct. 1. The discounts, % 
of 1 per cent in October, % of 1 
per cént in November, and \% of 1 
per cént this month, have caused 
early payment by corporations and 
large taxpayers, who in former 
years waited until the last day of 
December to pay. 

Up to last evening the Collector’s 
office had received $13,010,349 of 
this year’s taxes, or 45 per cent of 
the total city tax levy of $28,675,584. 
On the corresponding day last year 
the collections were $5,092,552, or 15 
per cent of the levy, which was 
$32,648,680. 

It is too early to determine 
whether the total, at the end of 
1933, will show a larger percentage 
of the levy collected than at the 
end of 1982 The collections at the 
end of 1932 were $22,511,801, or 69 
per cent of the levy. It seems Cer- 
tain that the year-end rush of tax- 
payers will be less this year, be- 
cause sO many have paid early to 
get their discount. 

Those who pay before the end of 
1933 will receive this month’s dis- 
count of % of 1 per cent. After 
Jan. 1, 1934, under the present laws, 
a penalty of 1 per cent a month 
will be charged for delinquency:

grown up in China. 

According to Julian who is 
facing prosecution in the United 
States, he will be “merely an em- 
ploye, not investing in the local 
company, the capital of which will 
be principally Chinese with Ameri- 
can incorporation in the State of 
Delaware.” 


Julian, who has been here since | 
last March, has lost none of the | 
poise and personality which played | 


a prominent part in his success in 
attracting Americans to invest in 
his oil promotion projects. 

“I am just a Western fellow try- 
ing to get along in an Eastern 
country,” Julian said smilingly in 
explaining his decision to enter 
business in Shanghai. 

“Since arriving in China, I have 
basked in the sunbeams of idleness, 
but I am 100 per cent alive and 
can’t hold my hands for the re- 
mainder of my life. 

“Therefore, Shanghai is 
and I am going to work.”

Residents tebtified that poul- 
try is killed there and sent to 
Blackshaw’s other three markets 
and that trucks of bakery goods 
algo are sént to the other markets. 

Several pérsons complained of 
the stench created by the slaugh- 
tering. Blackshaw said that he 
bought dressed chickens for the 
other markets and killed only a 
few on the premises. He denied 


operating a wholesale bakery. The 
market is in a multiple dwelling 
district and was erected there only 
as a result of “spot zoning” in 
1931, residents said. 

Three $50 fines assessed against 
Blackshaw by Police Judge Finne- 
gan on Nov. 20, for alleged insani- 
tary conditions at the market were 
upheld today on appeal by Judge 
Dickmann-in the Court of Crimi- 
nal Correction, Witnesses who had 
appeared in Police Court immedi- 
ately before testified Blackshaw 
kept an uncovered wagon into which 
he threw decaying refuse. Black- 
shaw denied the charges. His at- 
torney announced they would take 
the case to a higher court.

HIGHER COMPENSATION RATE 


Expected to Benefit by $20,000,000 
} to $30,000,000 Under Ruling Fixing 
Their Status. 

By the Associated Press. ; 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Christ- 


mas greetings of a monetary kind 
will ae to some 170,000 World War 
veterans as the result of an opinion 
approved yesterday by Frank T. 
Hines, Veterans Administrator. It 
was said the ex-service men would 
benefit by $20,000,000 to $30,000,000. 

The opinion, rendered by J. O. 
Roberts, Solicitor of the Veterans’ 
Administration, ‘was an interpreta- 
tion of the Independent Offices Ap- 
propriation Act passed by the last 
Congress. Veterans involved are 
those in receipt of compensation for 
service connected disabilities on 
March 20, 1933. 

The administration found that 
there was a conflict between the 
Independent Offices Appropriation 
Act and the War Veterans Act of 
1926. Under the latter measure vet- 
erans whose disability had become 
arrested were entitled to compen- 
sation at either regulatory or statu- 
tory rates. As a ruje.the statutory 
rates were the higher of the two. 

Under the new regulations, after 
10 years of complete arrested dis- 
ability no rate of pension is pro- 
vided. From the provisions of the 
Economy Act of the last Congress, 
the administration was in doubt as 
to the status of these veterans. The 
Solicitor decided that the statutory 
rate should prevail explaining that 
the rate payable “should not’ be 
considered as less than the amount 


specifically set in the statute.”

Texas Court Will Decide on 


Claims of Widow and Rel- 
atives of First Wife. 


Special to the Post+Dispatch. 

DALLAS, Tex., Dec. 21. — The 
legal question as to whether wife 
No. 2 has the right to say when 
and where her late husband should 
be buried, if plans conflict with 
those of the first wife’s relatives is 
before a court here today. 

Meanwhile the body of W. A. 
Burnett, 53 years old, former Dallas 
business man who died Saturday, 
reposes in a vault. 

Mrs. Burnett was temporarily 
enjoined from burying her husband 
here yesterday in a decree issued 
by District Judge Robert Allen aft- 


er attorneys had contended that it 
was Burnett’s wish that he be bur- 
ied in St. Louis beside his first 
wife. 

The dispute started in Probate 
Court when the widow, Mrs. Zudie 
Bennett, asked to be made admin- 
istratrix of the estate. This was 
contested by Andrew Priest, attor- 
ney, who produced a will which he 
said Burnett made shortly before 
his death. The Mercantile National 
Bank of Dallas was then named 
temporary receiver. 

Following this decision of the 
Probate Court, Priest, representing 
the sister of Burnett’s first wife, 
Mrs. E. M. Shinall of St. Louis, 
and others, obtained an injunction 
in Judge Allen’s court forbidding 
Mrs. Burnett from burying her hus- 
band in Dallas County. 

Priest and his clients produced 
evidence purporting to show that 
Burnett desired to be buried in St. 
Louis beside the body of the first 
Mrs. Burnett. The will which At- 
torney Priest produced specifically 
disinherited wife No. 2 and left his 
property in other hands.

6.0. P. CHIEFS DISCUSS 
CONGRESSIONAL POLICY 


Are Told That Hoover Favors 
Longer Trial of Roosevelt 
Recovery Program. 


By the Associated Praas, 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21. — Re 
habilitation of the Republican party 
and possible development of a leg- 
islative program of its own in the 
coming session of Congress were 
discussed over the luncheon table 
yesterday by six Republican leaders. 

While none of the participants 
would talk for quotation, several 
indicated Everett Sanders of Indi- 
ana would continue as national 
chairman of the party for a year at 
least, despite efforts of some to un- 
seat him. 

It also developed that the party 
as such would adopt a “watchful 
waiting” attitude and not attack the 
Roosevelt program in this Congress 
unless it could unite on an alterna- 
tive program of its own. The con- 
ferees said the money question did 
not come up. 

Those at the Luncheon. 

The conferences began in the 
morning, with Ogden Mills, Secre- 
tary of the Treasury in the latter 
days of the Hoover administration, 
and Walter E. Edge, former Senator 
from New Jersey and Ambassador 
to France, calling on Senator Mc 
Nary of Oregon, the Republican 
leader. 

Later, Edge had a luncheon at his 
home, where the discussions con- 
tinued. McNary was present, as 
were Senators Reed of Pennsylvania 
and Walcott of Connecticut, and 
Frederic M. Sackett, former Sena- 
tor from Kentucky and Ambassa- 
dor to Germany. 

Two of those at the luncheon, 
Edge and Reed, have been recent 
callers on former President Hoover 
at Palo Alto, Cal. Mills also has 
talked with Hoover. 

Although one of the guests indi- 
cated Hoover's friends felt he 
would “not be available in 1936,” it 
was said there was no talk of can- 
didates or campaign plans, but that 
it was more of a general discussion 
of what attitude to adopt in Con- 
gress. 

One of the luncheon guests said 
those who had talked with the fur- 
mer President recently got the idea 
Hoover thought the Roosevelt pro- 
gram should be allowed a longer 
trial period before opposition sharp- 
shooting was attempted. 

The theory was advanced, it was 
said, that meanwhile the program 
might “accumulate’ some errors” 
and more time would be had to 
Map out an alternative opposition 
course.

Attorney for Receiver Files Ap- 
praisal; Real Estate Dealer 
Disappeared in 1926. 
Creditors of Thomas F. Pechan, 
real estate dealer who disappeared 
in 1926 on the eve of an investiga- 
tion into his affairs, probably will 
receive about 2 per cent of their 
claims, Claude W. McElwee, attor- 
ney for Harry Nettle, receiver, said 
today after an appraisal had been 
filed in Circuit Judge Calhoun’s 
court. 
The appraiser, Foster H. Brown, 
listed 151 notes held by Pechan as 
worthless and assigned a value of 
$439 to 20 other notes. Cash: on 
hand amounts to $12,000. Many of 
the notes, Brown reported, were se- 
cured by second and third deeds of 
trust on property which was sold 
and failed to satisfy the first gnort- 
gage. Some notes had been out- 
lawed by statute. 
Brown listed 75 claims for $258,- 
738 as approved. Nettle, in a re- 
ceiver’s report filed in 1926, showed 
assets of $443,160, the notes consti- 
tuting a large part of the sum, and 
liabilities of $541,380. 
Pechan maintained an office at 
Twelfth and Russell boulevards and 
most of his customers were per- 
sons of Bohemian extraction who 
permitted him to act as their bank- 
er. He left a set of books so badly 
kept and confused by falsified ac- 
counts that it was difficult for aud- 
itors to straighten them out. He 
was indicted for embezzlement but 
never apprehended.

U. S. Delegates Agree to Pact 
Giving Women Same 
Status as Men. 


By the Associated Press. 
MONTEVIDEO, Dec. 21. — The 
United States delegation at the Pan- 
American Conference has agreed to 
sign what was characterized as “the 
first treaty in history to grant and 
guarantee equality to women in ev- 
ery department of life.” 

At President Roosevelt’s sugges- 
tion, the delegation notified the 
secretary-general of the conference 
of its intention to sign, but with the 
reservation that the agreement was 
subject to congressional action. 
The Inter-American Commission 
of Women, headed by Miss Doris 
Stevens of New York, sponsored the 
treaty, the original draft of which 
said in part: 

“The contracting states agree 
that, upon the ratification of this 
treaty, men and women shall have 
equal rights throughout the terri- 
tory subject to their jurisdiction.” 
“Il am delighted,” Miss Stevens 
said, “that the United States has 
responded to the overwhelming de- 
mands of its women citizens and 
the desires of other American na- 
tions.” 

The United States delegation pre- 
viously had refrained from signing 
the pact pending, it was understood, 
instructions from Washington. With 
the signature of the United States, 


agreement among the 21 American 
nations on the matter becomes 
unanimous.

BRITISH MUSEUM TO PURCHASE 
CODEX SINAITICUS FROM SOVIET 


Will Pay $500,000 for Manuscript 
Containing Translation of Large 
Part of Old Testament. 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Dec. 21.—The British 
Museum will buy the Codex Sinai- 
ticus, which has been called the 
most valuable manuscript in the 
world, from the Soviet Government 
at a price of $500,000, Prime Minis- 
ter MacDonald told the House of 
Commons yesterday. 

The manuscript consists of a 
large part of the Old Testament 
and the epistles of Barnabas and 
the Shepherd of Hermas, written in 
Greek as a translation from He- 
brew in the second half of the 
fourth century. 

MacDonald said that a _ public 
subscription fund would be started 
and that for every penny put up by 
the public the Government would 
contribute equally. 

The document has been in Russia 
since it was presented to Alexander 
II in the middle of the nineteenth 
century. Other famous Biblical 
manuscripts include the Codex Va- 
ticanus and the Codex Alexandri- 
nus, which is in the British Mu- 
seum., 

The first trace of the Codex Si- 
naiticus was found by Tischendorf, 
the renowned Biblical scholar, on 
Mount Sinai in 1844. It is written 
in 48 lines to a four-column page,

The discovery of Communist 
documents among the many papers 
and books seized caused police to 
believe at first that Soviet espion- 
age was involved chiefly, but as the 
investigation went forward officials 
thought it might have been part of 
the plan to allow such documents 
to be found. 

Fear was expressed by authorities 
that highly valuable documents con- 
taining French military secrets al- 
ready had left the country.

U, S. LARGEST STOCKHOLDER 
OF CHICAGO'S BIGGEST BANK 


Sale of Virtually $50,000,000 in Pre- 
ferred to RFC Is Ap- 
proved. 

By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 21.—The United 
States Government yesterday be- 
came the largest stockholder of the 
country’s largest bank outside of 
New York City by action of stock- 
holders of the Continental Illinois 
National Bank and Trust Co. in ap- 
proving sale of virtually $50,000,000 
in preferred stock to the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation. 
More than 605,000 shares were 
voted in favor of the proposal of 
the bank’s directors to issue the 
preferred stock in line with the 
Government’s request for increased 
capital for banks to aid the busi- 
mess recovery program. 

,Only one shareholder held out 
against the proposition, and as a 
consequence the Government agen- 
cy will be able to purchase all but 
$333 worth of the preferred issue. 
The one shareholder insisted on ex- 
ercising his right to acquire that 
amount in preferred stock. 

An amendment to the bank’s ar- 
ticles of association approved at 
the meeting gives the RFC power 
to regulate salaries of officers and 
employes as long as it holds 25 per 
cent of the total preferred outstand- 
ing.

DAIRY PROBLEM 


Wallace Calls Conference 
for Tomorrow—Increased 
Production ‘‘Fundamen- 
tal Difficulty.” 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Secre- 


tary of Agriculture Wallace an- 
nounces a conference of farm lead- 
ers to be held here tomorrow will 
center its attention on plans for 
rehabilitation of the dairy industry. 

“With the corn-hog program un- 
der way,” Wallace said, “the Agri- 
cultural Adjustment Administration 
now will throw its energies into 


work on a plan for the dairy in- 
dustry. This plan must be aimed 
at correcting the fundamental diffi- 
culty, which is the increase in pro- 
duction. It must offer aid to the 
whole industry. 

The parley originally was called 
to talk over possible changes in the 
Agricultural Adjustment act and 
matters of policy. This purpose 
has not been abandoned, but Wal- 
lace made it clear that it would be 
subordinated to dairy questions. 

Accordingly, Chester C. Davis, 
Farm Administrator, wired invita- 
tions to four more dairy leaders— 
John Brandt, president Land o’ 
Lakes Creameries, Minneapolis; A. 
H. Lauterbach, manager, National 
Producers’ Federation, Plymouth, 
Wis.; Peter L. Betts, Chicago, and 
Carl Horn, president, National As- 
sociation of Local Creameries, Hay 
Springs, Neb. 

Officersof national farm organi- 
zations and farm editors already 
had accepted bids. 


Chicago Agreement Ended. 


The ‘decision to focus conference 
deliberations on the dairy industry 
followed Wallace’s termination of 
the Chicago milk marketing agree- 
ment, the first milk pact approved 
by the Farm Administration. There 
have been widespread complaints 
against nearly all milk agreements 
effected. 

The Farm Administration worked 
on its dairy production control pro- 
gram throughout the day. Comple- 
tion of plans will await tomorrow's 
meeting. Drastic revision of milk 
marketing agreements now operat- 
ing over the nation is regarded as 
likely. 

Wallace said he thought the farm 
forum, representing all phases of 
agriculture, would be helpful in the 
administration’s efforts to formu- 
late a dairy plan that would be 
sound in its relationship to the 
national problems of agriculture 


NEW YORK, Dec. 21. — The 
man who suggested to President

The attack on high electric rates 
and low kilowatt consumption will 
be made by the Electric Home and 
Farm Authority, Inc., conceived by 
Lilienthal and just created with a 
capitalization of $11,000,000 by 
executive order of President 
Roosevelt. Lilienthal, born on an 
Indiana farm, Harvard law gradu- 
ate in the class of '23, former prac- 
ticing attorney in Chicago and 
member of the Wisconsin Public 
Service Commission by appoint- 
ment of former Gov. Philip La Fol- 
lette, came to New York to take 
up his plan with bankers. 

Rates and Use of Devices. 

Lilienthal said: 

“I’ve been interested in public 
utilities and their regulation for 
years. Always I have found two 
forces working against widespread 
general use of electricity in homes. 
One is the exorbitant cost of elec- 
tric -y and the other is the high 
cost of appliances. 

“Power men have said their rates 
had to be computed on the basis of 
lighting use, since the average 
consumption of electricity in 
American homes is only 50 kilo- 
watt hours a month, or 10 less than 
required to run an electric refriger- 
ator. 

“Electrical appliance men have 
said their prices could be much 
lower if electric rates were low 
enough to permit operation of the 
appliances. 

“Electricity is an inexhaustible 
commodity. The cost of it decreases 
as the use increases. Likewise, the

NATION AROUSED 
BY STERILIZATION 
LAW IN GERMAN 


Cardinal Bertram Reported 
to Have Been Chosen to 
Ask Hitler to Prevent En- 


forcement. 


By the Associated Press, 
BERLIN, Dec. 21. — While the 


proposal has been under discus- 


sion for some time, yesterday's 
announcement that 400,000 persons 
would be liable to sterilization un- 
der the law effective Jan. 1 has 
aroused the nation. 

The sterilization law was de- 
scribed as the most drastic mea- 
sure to raise national efficiency 
since the days of ancient Sparta, 
when weak infants were exposed to 
the elements and left to survive or 
die. 

It is understood that Cardinal 
Bertram, as the senior Roman 
Catholic Cardinal in Germany, was 
chosen to make a public protest 
against the law and to see Chan- 
cellor Hitler in the hope of obtain- 
ing a last minute intervention. 

On Jan. 1, 1700 “eugenic courts” 
will be opened to carry out the law. 
One judge and two medical experts 
will preside at each court. Exemp- 
tion will be granted from their 
judgment only in such cases where 
the court believes there will be no 
likelihood of having children or 
when a person is wealthy enough 
to pay for detention throughout 
his life in a sanitarium. 

Estimates of how the 400,000 
would be classified according to 
nine types of deficiency follows: 
Feeble mindedness, about 200,000; 
split personality, 80,000 cases; in- 
sanity, 20,000; epilepsy, 60,000; St, 
Vitus dance, 600; blindness, 4000: 
deafness and dumbness, 18,000; 
physical deformity, 20,000; chronic 
alcoholism, 10,000. 

Protests hitherto have been dis- 
missed as “sentimental humanitari- 
anism” and proponents of the law 
have contended the selective pro- 
cess must be assisted artificially 
since nature is unable to cope with 
conditions of modern life.

“The other spies now in prison,” 
declared the commissary, “were all 
commissioned to watch over our 
military organization in the east 
and southeast.”

local relief agencies to the families 
on their rolls. 

This is another reminder of the 
vast important of beans in the 


scheme of human existence, says 
the Bureau of Home Economics of 
the United States Department of |: 
Agriculture. Nutrition specialists 
have a great deal to say about the 
food value of beans. Beans of some 
sort grow in every part of the in- 
habited world, and apparently al- 
ways have. 
Bostonians, therefore, have no 
priority as bean eaters. All the 
world eats beans—and likes them. 
And for the best of reasons. The 
bean family is unique among the 
vegetables in food value. Beans can 
be used in countless ways. Dried 
beans, uncooked, can be kept in- 
definitely, they can be stored in 
small space, or carried easily by 
armies, or on ships, or on long ex- 
peditions. 
And, for the stay-at-homes or 
anybody else, beans are always 
cheap. They furnish a lot of food 
value for the money. 
The commonest kinds of dried 
beans in the United States are 
white pea-beans, which we _ call 
navy beans; Great Northern beans, 
grown chiefly in the Northern and 
Western states; and pinto beans, 
which are grown commonly in the 
Southwest and mountain § states. 
These are the kinds the Govern- 
ment is providing to reinforce the 
food supplies of families now on 
the relief rolls. 
The one big point in the cooking 
of beans, as every housekeeper 
knows, is the time it takes to get 
beans “done.” That is why, if you 
have a cold place to keep them, 
you can economize on time by 
cooking several days’ supply of 
beans at once. But beans contain 
so much protein and so much fat 
that they may spoil after cooking 
if kept in a warm room overnight. 

The cookery’ specialists of the 
Bureau of Home Economics list a 
great number of ways to serve dried 
beans. Boiled or baked, of course, 
or in soup. But also scalloped with 
other things, especially salt pork 
and onions, or with tomatoes. Or 
you can use them in a loaf, as 
stuffing for green peppers, in salad, 
in sandwiches. Then there is Hop- 
ping John, which is a combination 
of beans and rice with which you 
may likeseto serve tomato sauce and 
| Cheese. And chili con carne. For 
| variety you may like to add thin 
slices of frankfurters to ordinary 
bean soup. 

Beans are excellent in meatless 
meals because they contain more 
| protein than any other vegetables 
| and also contain fat, besides their 
starch, their minerals and vitamins. 
Except in soybeans, it is not the 
same “complete” protein you get in 
meat, but it is nearer to it than the 
| protein from any other vegetable. 

Those are food values of the dried 
beans—the seeds of the plant. If 
you sprout those seeJs—and you 
‘can do it in your kitchen--you de- 
velop a new food value, namely, 
vitamin C. You also provide your- 
‘self with bean sprouts for a salad. 
This is one way to get green foods 
in winter time.

FOR SUNDAY SUPPER 


Apple, Banana, Raisin and 
Pineapple Cooked in 
_ Batters. , 


We have many requests for sug- 
gestions for informal Sunday night 
suppers, and this week our answer 


is fruit fritters. 
They are usually well liked and 
as they are quite substantial, the 
rest of the menu need not be elab- 
orate. 
Pineapple,- banana, apple and 
raisins may be used, according to 
recipes which follow: 
Apple Fritters. 
Take one egg, one-half cupful of 
sweet milk, one-half teaspoonful of 
salt and about three-fourths cupfu! 
of flour. Beat the egg until light. 
Then add the milk, then the flour 
and the salt sifted together. Beat 
with the egg beater until smooth. 
Core and peel apples, then cut 
in thick, round slices, sprinkle with 
sugar, dip in the batter and drop 
quickly into hot fat. Cook until 
apple is soft. 

Pineapple Fritters. 
Substitute well-drained canned 
pineapple slices for apples and pro- 
ceed as above. 

Banana Fritters. 

Six bananas. 
Powdered sugar. . 
Two tablespoons lemon juice. 
Fritter batter. 
Peel bananas and cut in halves, 
first lengthwise, then crosswise. 
Sprinkle with powdered sugar. Dip 
in the fritter batter, gnd fry in 
deep hot fat, 395 degrees F., until 
brown. Turn fritters frequently 
while cooking. 

Banana Fritter Batter. 
One and one-half cups flour. 
Two teaspoons baking powder. 
Two tablespoons powdered sugar. 
One-fourth teaspoon salt. 
Two-thirds cup milk. 
One egg. 
Mix and sift dry ingredients. 
Combine milk and well beaten egg 
and add to dry ingredients, while 
beating constantly. The batter 
should be thick enough to entlrely 
coat the fruit. If too thick, add

PLEASE AS GIFTS 


Mincemeat Fudge Bars Among 
New Recipes for 
Christmas. 


Home-made candy serves a dou- 
ble purpose—adds to the charm of 
the gift box and gives the young- 
sters a chance to help in the Christ- 
mas preparation. 

Then, of course, it’s nice to have 
a liberal supply on hand for home 
folks as well as gifts. Here are 
some recipes that are not hard to 


make a success of: 
Vinegar Taffy. 

Two cups granulated sugar. 

Two cups white corn syrup. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

One tablespoon vinegar. 

One-half cup evaporated milk. 

Mix sugar, syrup, salt and vine- 
gar thoroughly. Cook slowly until 
sugar is melted, then pour milk in 
slowly, keeping candy boiling all 
the while. Boil briskly to firm ball 
stage (248 degrees F.). Pour into 
buttered pan. When cool enough 
to handle, pull until candy is light 
and no longer sticky to the touch. 
Lay out on waxed paper or but- 
tered pan. Cut with scissors. Wrap 
in waxed paper. Yield: About two 
pounds. 

Mincemeat Fudge Bars. 
One-half cupful butter. 

One cupful sugar. 
Two eggs. 
One-half cupful mincemeat. 
One-half cupful nutmeats. 
One teaspoon vanilla. 
Three-fourths cupful pastry flour. 
One and one-half squares choco- 
late. 
Cream butter and add sugar 
gradually. Add eggs one at a time, 
beating after addition of each. Add 
mincemeat, nutmeats, vanilla and 
melted chocolate. Fold in flour. 
Bake in shallow pan (8’x12”) in a 
moderate oven for 30 minutes. Turn 
out bn waxed paper and cut while 
hot into small squares like fudge. 
Sprinkle with powdered sugar. 
Divinity Fudge. 
Two cupfuls granulated sugar. 
One-half cupful dark corn syrup. 
One-half cupful cold water. 
One teaspoonful vinegar. 
Two egg whites, stiffly beaten. 
Three-fourths cupful nut meats. 
One teaspoonful vanilla. 
Mix together sugar, corn syrup, 
water and vinegar. Cook slowly, 
without stirring, until this mixture 
forms a very hard, almost brittle 
ball in cold water. Pour grad- 
ually over stiffly beaten egg whites 
and beat until creamy. Add nut 
meats and vanilla... Pour into a 
buttered pan and mark into 
squares. Candied cherries may be 
added as well as nuts. 

Peanut Butter Fudge. 
Two cupfuls granulated sugar. 
One-half cupful milk. 

Two tablespoonfuls corn syrup. 
One tablespoon vinegar. 
One-fourth cupful peanut butter. 
Mix together the sugar, milk, 
corn syrup and vinegar. Boil until 
a soft ball is formed when a few 
drops are tested in cold water, or 
that is 236 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Take from the fire and cool until 
lukewarm, add peanut butter and 
beat until creamy. Pour into a 
buttered pan and cut in squares. 
Pecan Crunch. 


One and one-fourth cupfuls 
butter. 
Two and one-fourth cupfuls 
sugar. 


One-half cupful water. 

One-half teaspoonful salt. 

One tablespoonful cider vinegar. 
One teaspoonful soda. 

One-half cupful pecan crumbs 
(very finely chopped). 

One and one-half cupfuls broken 
pecan meats. 

Mix together’ butter, sugar, 
water, salt and vinegar, and heat 
slowly. Boil, stirring occasionaVy, 
very gently, to prevent sticking, 
until mixture reaches 298 degrees 
Fahrenheit (very brittle stage when 
tried in cold water). Mix soda with 
pecan crumbs, and add with pecan 
meats to the cooked mixture, stir- 
ring only enough to blend. Pour 
onto a buttered tray so candy will 
be one-eighth inch thick. When 
slightly cooled, crease in squares. 
Top of candy may be covered, when 
cold, with a thin layer of melted 
chocolate. Makes four dozen 
squares, one inch square and one- 
eighth inch deep.

BREAD, CEREALS AND MILK 
IMPORTANT LOW-COST FOODS 


Bread or cereals, and milk, are 
the mainstays of a low-cost bal- 
anced diet—and a balanced diet is 
more important than ever wpen a 
food supply i& restricted. e nu- 
tritionist builds up such a diet by 
providing energy-yielding food to 
correspond with the energy the in- 
dividual expends in his work or any 
other activities. Then the neces- 
sary amounts of different kinds of 
nutritive material are calculated— 
proteins, minerals and _ vitamins. 
The cheapest kinds of common 
foods that will provide enough of 
these food substances, and enough 
calories, will constitute the most 
economical balanced diet. The nu- 
tritionist finds that bread or cereals 
and milk contain more of the eg- 
sential nutritive values than any 
other two foods we have, and there- 
fore builds upon that foundation, 
states the Bureau of Home Eco- 
nomics, U. 8. Department of Agri- 
culture. 

Bread is an excellent bargain in 
calories—so good that it can, if nec- 
essary, be depended upon for a 
third of all the calories required in 
a ‘balanced diet. 

Bread is also counted upon for 
the proteins it contains, the phos- 
phorus and, if whole wheat bread 
is used, for iron. The whole grain 
contains some vitamins, too. These 


balanced diet. ' The difference be- 
tween that total and the food val- 
ues of bread and milk combined 
must then be supplied by other 
kinds of food—vegetables, meats, 
fats and sugars.

Note also 
that this “probing” process made 
after a trump suit has been agreed 
on must only be made when you 
are after one of the two top honors, 
and under conditions when you ex- 
pect your partner to have it, but if 
he lacks it, the bidding will not 
have been driven beyond the safe 
limit, as judged by his first re- 
sponse, Over a mere two-no-trump 
- response, do not risk driving the 


bidding beyond game.

Here the bidding would go (same 
opening hand) two spades, three 
spades, four diamonds, five clubs 
(definitely showing the ace or void, 
and encouraging a slam because he 
can take care of any losing dia- 
monds by ruffs), five hearts (prob- 
ing for the king), five spades, deny- 
ing any further constructive con- 
tribution, six spades, pass.

Beware of Rickets 


S the winter season approaches 
and the days become shorter 
and colder, and outdoor life 
more restricted, man becomes in- 


velopment of rickets. 


Rickets is a seasonal disease 
which ‘begins to increase in the fall 
and becomes more widespread and 
more serious in winter. 


Rickets is a constitutional disease 
and may affect an individual in 
varying degrees, from a mild, al- 
most imperceptible form, to the se- 
rious and pathetic type seen in 
those neglected children with 
Square heads, deformed chests and 
curved bones. 


Fortunately, we but rarely see the 
serious or aggravated forms of 
rickets. On the other hand, the 
mild form of rickets affects a very 
large proportion of children. 

The prevalence of rickets is the 
more regrettable because it.is so 
easily prevented. By the generous 
use of foods or medicines contain- 
ing vitamin D, ri¢kets may be pre- 
vented and cured. 

The standard preventive and cur- 
ative agent for rickets is cod liver 
oil. 

In the “present-day cod liver oil 
the offensivé qualities have been re- 
duced to a minimum, and the oil 
has been rendered almost odorless 
and tasteless. 

Most of the cod liver oils avail- 
able are of a standardized strength 
and are certified to by the Ameri- 
can Medical Association. Some of 
the products available are fortified 
with viosterol, an artificially pro- 
duced vitamin D. 

Beginning after the first month 
of life, the dose for the young child 
should consist of three drops of 
pure refined oil three times daily. 
This dosage should be increased 
gradually, so that by the time the 
infant is three months old, it is re- 
ceiving one and a half teaspoon- 
fuls daily. 

In addition to receiving cod liver 
oil or some other vitamin D-con- 
taining substance, the child should 
also be kept out of doors as much 
as possible, its arms and legs should 
be daily exposed to the direct rays 
of the sun. 


Meningitis 

ATURE protects the brain and 
N the spinal cord by a variety of 

structures. 
The nervous system is encased 
within a bony shell, and is support- 
ed both within and without by the 
cerebro-spinal fluid. 
Between the skull and spinal col- 
umn and the brain and the spinal 
cord are three membranes called 
the meninges. When these cover- 
ings become inflamed, the condi- 
tion is called meningitis. There are 
such conditions as simple acute 
meningitis, tuberculous meningitis, 
epidemic cerebro-spinal meningitis 
and so on. 
Meningitis may be associated with 
a number of acute infectious dis- 
eases, such as pneumonia, erysip- 
— scarlet fever, measles and the

As a rule the patient is dizzy and 
suffers nausea and vomiting. The 
outstanding symptom in meningitis 
is headache, which may become so 
distressing that the individual is 
unable to stand or move about. The 
vomiting of the meningitis sufferer 
is peculiar in that the ejection is 
forceful.

Treatment somewhat depends 
upon the cause. In the epidemic 
form of cerebro-spinal meningitis, 
we have an effective serum which, 
if administered promptly and in 
large enough quantities, is an effi- 
cient cure.

Answer: The term “house guest” 
is not on a par with any of the 
words you have listed, since “house 
guest” is used as occasion requires 
by everyone. According to best 
taste, on the other hand, “house 
guest” and guest are both tolerat- 
ed rather than approved. Usually 
one avoids both, saying “people” or 
“friends” instead. In conversation, 
for example, I never say “guest” 
but, when I do, it is necessary that 
I use Whichever makes my meaning 
clear. “House guest” means spe- 
cifically a person who is spending 
the night or many nights. The word 
“guest” means one who is invited 
to lunch or dine or take tea or 
play cards, and who then goes 
home. 

“Complected” and “jell” are il- 
literate; “burglarize” is an upstar., 
“tasty” and “homey” are examples 
of rural dialect. None of these 
words is used by people of worldly 
experience. 


My dear Mrs. Post: Is it now 
considered proper to sign an ordi- 
nary business letter “cordially”? 
My boss insists that I sign his let- 
ters in that manner—regardless of 
whether or not he knows the per- 
son he is writing to or has ever 
written to him before. 

Answer: In the smart world of 
New York—or in that of certain 
other cities of the Atlantic Coast— 
“Cordially” is an avoided signature 
because it unavoidably connotes a 
patronizing point of view. In other 
words, from a business man to one 
whom he intends to employ, or to @ 
man of less importance than him- 
self, “cordially” is suitable. On the 
other hand, it would. not do at all 
from the little man to the big one.
